RINGLING RESIDENCE 


We visited the Ringling Residence on Tuesday, April 16. This home 
is one of the attractions of the famous Ringling Museum at Sarasota. 


In 1925 and 1926 John and Mabel Ringling built a magnificent and 
luxurious thirty-two-room residence. It is built in Venetian-Gothic style. 
The house is pink and overlooks Sarasota Bay. The terrace, which runs 
from the sides of the house all the way around to the landing, is made of 
marble, and runs two hundred feet along the back of this castle. 


Although Mrs. Ringling died in 1929, her husband lived there until 
his death in 1936, when the thirty-seven-acre estate was left to the state 
of Florida, 


In this beautiful home the visitor is shown not only the so-called 
“public rooms" but is taken to the bedrooms and bathrooms, Even the clothes 
of this famous couple are on display.

A VISIT TO SARASOTA JUNGLE GARDENS 


One of the four tours we enjoyed on our Florida vacation was to Sarasota 
Jungle Gardens, Here one could walk among acres of tropical Florida jungle 
background while viewing hundreds of different varieties of birds and plants. 
Most of the palm trees, twining vines, shrubs and other plants were brought 
from foreign countries to decorate this beautiful site. One particular 
flower, the passion flower, was brought to America by the early Spaniards. 
Its ten petals represent the ten apostles; the three secondary leaves, the 
Holy Trinity; the seventy-two purple filaments, the crown of thorns worn by 
Jesus; and the three stigmas which come out of the flower's center, Christ 
and the two thieves who were crucified with Him. A tall rubber tree brought 
from South America was quite interesting, Its trunk, which is over a foot 
in diameter, is supported by tiny threads that sprout from this trunk and 
join to the earth. 
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Wherever you walked, many-colored macaws, parrots, flamingoes or cocka- 
tooes could be seen and hearde Some of the parrots even said an occasional 
"hello" to the passing visitors. All of these birds are so tame, with the 
exception of the flamingo, that they will pose on your arm or shoulder for 
picture-taking. A particular cockatoo, much tamer than the rest, allowed 
some of us to touch his soft down. These birds are quite accustomed to 
eating seeds (which can be bought at the Jungle) directly from the hands 
of the visitors, A large tropical lake amid the Jungle is the home for 
thousands of beautiful swans. This was truly a well-spent day for me. 


As we were leaving the Jungle, the "Prayer of the Woods," which describes 
so fully the use made of the woods, was brought to our attention. I quote it: 


"I am the heat of your hearth on cold winter nights, the friendly shade 
screening you from the summer sun, and my fruits are refreshing draughts 
quenching your thirst as you journey one I am the beam that holds your house, 
the board of your table, the bed on which you lie, and the timber that holds 
your boat, I am the handie of your hoe, the door of your homestead, the wood 
of your cradle. I am the bread of kindness and the flower of beauty. Ye 
who pass by, listen to my prayer, harm me not."

The words of Catherine Bates inspire the hearts of all loyal citizens 
both old and young who believe in a democracy as a way of life unequaled 
by any other nation of the world. A land of progress, with opportunities 
for education for all classes, is the modern Utopia and supreme fulfillment 
of oppressed peoples residing beyond its borders. A closer inspection re-= 
veals a few discrepancies which focus our attention on the realistic as 
well as the idealistic state of affairs, 


There is a definite awareness in these beloved United States -- a serious 
lack in the educational field known as "teacher shortage," Several reasons 
may be given for the deficiency. Some are the population increase, the neces- 
sity for more classrooms, higher wages, and unqualified teacher training. 

Such limited information is valid. However, an important fact remains which 
deserves our utmost consideration. Just what are the qualifications for a 
sincerely dedicated teacher whose very existence is an inspiration, whose 
attitude is that of humility and selflessness, whose perseverance meets the 
challenge of each succeeding school year with love for every pupil entrusted 
to his or her care, whose noble character places professional interest above 
monetary value? Then may we say, "Such teachers are born and not made$# AlL 
of these virtues and many more are possessed by Mrs, Margaret 5S. Traub, friend 
and long-time instructor of the blind. 


With a wealth of experience already established in the Louisville Public 
School System, this lacy was prepared to cope with teaching young children 
when she arrived at the Kentucky School for the Blind, September, 1930. At 
that time the second and third grades were combined -- a situation presenting 
difficulty to any person who may have had a previous knowledge of the handi- 
capped, It may have been autumn according to the calendar, but it was spring 
in the hearts and minds of the little ones whose lives were to receive a 
lasting and pleasant impression, No words can adequately express the deep 
longing a child often endures when separated from home and family. It was 
with profound understanding and motherly affection that their new friend 
tenderly directed unhappy thoughts into channels of tranquil waters, 


As academic changes occurred, Mrs. Traub frequently found herself con= 
fronted with problems requiring unusual courage and patience, Adaptability 
under extreme conditions always had existed in her enthusiastic naturc, 
therefore in rapid succession she held various positions in which only a 
well-adjusted individual could possibly function. The following will clearly 
illustrate the tenacious spirit, indomitable will, and sacrificial love of 
this noble woman: 
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She was instructor of a beginners class of special education, then 
classroom teacher from kindergarten throughout the entire primary department. 


Later, in 1949, she was employed by the Kentucky Workshop for the Blind 
as fieldworker, having been transferred from the teaching staff. 


In 1950 her title was changed to "educationist," and she had complete 
charge of the talking book program, visiting homes throughout the state and 
teaching braille whenever and wherever there was a need. She was likewise 
field-worker for the Kentucky School for the Blind, a position which led her 
to the residences of prospective students. On numerous occasions it was 
found necessary to locate a child through the guidance of county health 
officials, Traveling to remote areas with limited information, combined 
with summer heat and the discomfort of rugged terrain, could not be called 
an appealing venture, The truly brave inevitably find interesting and satis- 
fying results in laborious tasks generally frowned upon by the majority of 
people. 


On November 1, 1953, the educationist and field-worker returned to the 
classroom ~~ this time as fifth-grade teacher, a position which was continued 
through June of '62, Then, at the advice of her physician, she was on a leave 
of absence for the following school year, Nevertheless, during this period 
her co-operative service was again displayed by substituting for absent 
faculty members when the necessity arose, 


‘This faithful worker's resignation was reluctantly accepted in June, 
1963, after having devoted forty years to the teaching profession. Both the 
State School for the Blind and the public school system of the community will 
fondly cherish the labor of one so thcroughly dedicated, and in whose image 
there may continue to be a shortage of instructors, Henry Adams, author and 
scholar, must have had in mind an identical portrait when he said, "A teacher's 
life affects eternity." |
